Details of the Awful Calamity of Last 


Night's Fire.

MINNEAPOLIS, June 2S.—The fire which 


late last night destroyed the pottery house 
of the MacDonald company brought about 
the death of fire firemen. 


At 11.30 when it seemed that the flre 


was under complete control, one side of 
the wall of the burned block gave way, 
falling outward. Here a long line of fire- 
men were at wora playing water on the 
smouldering ruins. 
About a dozen of 


these men were caught in the fallen ruins. 


Immediately the comrades of the en- 


tombed men set desperately at work to 
rescue their companions. In a few min- 
utes five of the unfortunate men's lifeless 
bodies had been taken out, and as many 
more were found 
alive but 
fearfully 


bruised and injured—some of them fa- 
tally so. 


There was little damage done to other 


buildings than the MacDonald block. 
The total loss is $250,000. 


There is a great deal of talk in the city 


today about the management of the fire. 
It seems that there was no one to give the 
firemen warning of their impending dan- 
ger and the walls fell on them without a 
word of caution on the part of any of the 
officers.

The loss of one life is certain—that of

NO MORE SMOKE. 


The Arnold Print Works, Eclipse 


and Beaver Mills Adopt a 


New Boiler Grate. 


A VERY MCIDEB PUBLIC B&WIT. 


Ninety-Five Percent, or the Smoke Will be 


Consumed at a Saving of Fifteen Per 


Cent, to the Property Owners. 


John K. Harrington of Buffalo, N. Y., 


will complete about July 20, a contract 
which will be of great value to certain 
property owners of this town and of high 
economic value to those for whom the 
work is being done. When he has finished, 
all th$ boilers of the Arnold Print works, 
Blue Dye house, Eclipse and Beaver mills 
will b« fitted with the Hawley Down Draft 
furnate. 


Thaproject in hand at the Arnold Print 


work* means the fitting of this grate to 
twenty-four large boilers of an aggregate 
of 2600 horse power. The Eclipse mill has 
four hpilers rated at about 125 horsepower 
each ;jthe Beaver has two of about the 
same fating, and the Blue Dye house has 
three Aggregating about 350 horse power. 


It has long been the aim of engineers 


to consume the carbon that goes out 
of 
mast 
mill 
chimneys 
in 
large 


voluni is of smoke and also to use the 
heat iin this escaping material which 
goes ei itirely to waste. 
The imperfec- 


tions i i boiler and boiler grate construc- 
tion hi ve made it impossible to utilize 
these 1 jrces going to waste and get any- 
thing near a fair per cent, of the cabanic 
energy* in coal converted into motive 
power through the mediums of steam aud 
thesteira engine. 
These imperfections 


have not only been a loss to the owners of 
steam plants, but in towns or cities where 
there are large mills they have been par- 
ticularly disagreeable if not unhealthy to 
the community. 
The disagreeableness 


of such'!plants has long ago became notice- 
able in this town. 
It must be noticed 


that property close to any of our large 
mills is not very desirable as residence 
property. No fine residences are being 
built near any large mill. 
There are 


several reasons for this of course, but the 
principal one is the undesirableness of 
such locations because of the smoke that 
pours fro/n the mill chimneys and deposits 
its blaclc, disagreeable carbon over every- 
thing in the neighborhood. And the dis- 
agreeableness of that smoke is not entire- 
ly confined to sections immediately near 
the mills. 
In heavy atmospheres the 


smoke spreads over a large area and hangs 
like a pall over almost the entire com- 
munity. Let rain then come and the dirt 
in the air is washed down and everything 
is begriiinned 
in 
proportion to the 


amount 1 of 
unconverted 
material 


that 
Was 
held 
in 
suspension. 


Every laundry woman can testify to this. 
It can readily be seen how valuable it 
would be to any community were its mill 
chimneys kept from emptying up such 
filthy, black masses. When Mr. Harring- 
ton finishes his work at the works already 
mentioned their chimneys will have 
ceased to be a source of public annoyance 
as far as chimneys can be in the present 
state of engineering science. 
About 


ninety-five per cent, of the smoke that 
has been given out will be consumed and 
power developed from a quantity of coal 
will be from ten to fifteen per cent, greater 
than it was before. 


The grate that gives this very desirable 


result is simple in construction. It is 
a double grate and can be fitted to any 
boiler. The upper grate is a water one. 
Its bars are tubular and the water from 
the boilers passes through them. The 
green coal is fired on this grate and it is so 
built under the boiler that the air passes 
down through the grate. Below the water 
grate is another grate. This grate is fed 
from the upper one and no green coal is 
placed upon it. The fireman stirs the coal 
upon the first grate and it drops through 
when half consumed to the lower one. 
The water 
that 
passes through the 


upper 
grate of 
course 
is 
rapidly 


converted 
into 
steam, 
but 
it 
is 


in 
the 
second 
grate 
that 
the 


economy is found. It is generally known 
that combustion is secured by the passing 
of air into the fire so as to give the re- 
quired amount of oxygen. Sufficient air 
cannot be admitted to give enough oxygen 
to produce perfect combustion in the 
common type grates and the unconsnmed 
gases pass from the fire, strike the cold 
surfaces of the boiler and separated car- 
bon is the result. This carbon cannot be 
burned and passes off' in smoke. The 
gases from the first grate of the Hawley 
Down Draft grate are carried to the fire 
on the second grate and all that is com- 
bustible in them is consumed. Nothing 
passes out of the chimney but the incom- 
bustible gases. At a test recently made at 
the Brookline Gas and Electric plant at 
Allston, this state, it was found that 
the Hawley grate under a 
horizon- 


tal tubular boiler gave 17 6-10 per cent, 
economy over the same boiler with 
plain grate under almost similar condi- 
tions. The Hawley grate developed 214 
horse power while the plain grate devel- 
oped only 159 horse power. 
The amount 


of ashes is considerably reduced by the 
new grate, showing how perfect is the 
consumption. From those boilers at the 
Arnold Print works now having the new 
grate, one wheelbarrow full of ashes only 
is obtained where three were obtained 
before. Thus the labor in attending the 
boilers is much reduced. The grates have 
given the highest satisfaction in use in 
this town, both in regard to economy in 
consumption and the reduction of smoke. 


Efforts are being made by the Hawley 


Furnace company, whose New England 
office is at 272 Franklin street, Boston, to 
have the grate almost universally adopted 
in this town. The company of course 
hope they will be successful because of 
their financial interests and the communi- 
ty hopes they will be successful for other 
considerations. This is a progressive 
town. 
Boston recently passed a law 


under which a company can be heavily 
fined if black smoke is seen issuing from 
its mill chimneys for over five minutes at 
a time. Undoubtedly it will be some time 
before the city of North Adams passes 
such a law even though it is progressive. 
Mills are welcome here if they do bring 
smoking chimneys, but it seems if the 
smoke, which is an undisputed public an- 
noyance, can be consumed at decided gain 
to the mill owner there cannot be any 
very strong arguments set forth against 
equipping the boilers with grates that 
will ensure that consumption. 


UNJUST TO JUDGE THAYER. 


A Pittsfield Paper's Discourteous "Funny" 


Articlo.on Our District Judge. 


The Pittsfield »un must be very much 


behind the clouds this week or very much 
under the eSBob of the debilitating waather 
that has been reported feom Pittsfield for 
several days,.for in its issue of Wednesday 
there appears an article that to North 
Adams people must seem not only imper- 
tinent but '.iery unjust. The Sun goes very 
far out of its path to attack Judge Thayer 
of this town in his official capacity, and 
this, through an article recently appear- 
ing in the TRANSCRIPT. 
This 
paper 


doesn'ksaflter any exeept from the usual 
agony every one must experience 
in 


watching the "funny" man lay his tongue 
to a subject that doesnt belong to him or 
his. We do not protest so much against 
the quality of the wit of our Pittsfield co- 
tempoaary as we do against the subject 
chosen as a mark for the shafts of that co- 
temporary's wit. And that the folly and 
discoartaousness of this newspaper's at- 
tack on Judge Thayer may be harmless it 
only needs to be known, and it is accord- 
ingly reproduced here, that it may not be 
elsewhere garbled into anything serious. 


Orloff Wagner, of Adams, is alftged by 
the North Adams TBANSCRIPT to be in- 
sane. The charge of mental aberration is 
a serious accusation and it ought not to 
b& lightly made. 


We think the TBANSCBIPT fails to prove 
its assertion by the facts which it gives in 
relation to Mr. Wagner and his conduct, 
and we trust there will be a thorough ex- 
amination before the threatened commit- 
ment to an asylum is ordered. We can 
but feel that there may have been sound 
reason for the objection, somewhat vio- 
lently manifested by Mr. Wagner, to the 
proceedings and purposes in his case. 


In the first place he was arrested with- 


out his consent and placed in the Adams 
lockup contrary to his desire. These facts 
are enough to make a man mad. The Ad- 
ams lockup is not a place to hanker for. 
In the next place he was informed that 
he was to be brought before 
Judge 


Thayer of North Adams. Is there a man 
in Berkshire county who could contem- 
plate such a calamity with any degree of 
calmness? 
It is this latter fact, we sincerely be- 


lieve, that explains the subsequent con- 
duct and actions of this poor German vic- 
tim.It is acknowledged by the TRANSCRIPT 
that, until Thursday night, Wagner, who 
was arrested Wednesday, was "perfectly 
quiet." Everything of a dangerous weap- 
on sort had been taken away from him by 
the vigilant police and there was nothing 
to fear, yet at 8.30, when Deputy Sheriff 
Tinney entered the local prison a table 
knife lay on the stove and Wagner had a 
big pocket knife ready to use. We will 
not stop to inquire into this seeming dis- 
crepancy. Mr. Tinney noticed that "the 
prisoner looked excited," as any one 
would who had been two days under ar- 
rest and subject to frequent official visits 
and obtrusive, annoying surveillance. Is 
there anything to prove insanity in that? 
The TRANSCRIPT says that Wagner de- 
clared in German, "I'll hang you, I'll cut 
your throat," but is there a particle of 
evidence that Tinney understands the 
language of der faderland; isn't it quite 
possible that Wagner, fearing that Tinney 
had come to carry him before Judge 
Thayer, was roused to desperation and 
said: "0 hang me," or "cut my throat," 
not expressing any murderous intent tow- 
ard the officer, but pleading for death, 
rather than go before the court at North 
Adams. 
Read the further proceedings, as told by 


the TRANSCRIPT: 
"He (Wagner), dove 


into his pocket and pulled out a jack- 
knife aud before the sheriff could prevent 
had it opened and raised his arm. Sheriff 
Tinney grabbed his wrist and then ensued 
a rough and tumble encounter. The Ger- 
man pushed the open weapon into his 
pocket and his combatant tried to make 
him take it out." It would seem to some 
persons that after Wagner had put the 
knife into his pocket the danger was over, 
if there was any, ior a pocketed knife is 
like a sword that is sheathed, quite harm- 
less. But Tinney made him draw the 
knife and again there was a tussle. The 
account continues: 
"In his frenzy the 


man was indued with almost superhuman 
strength. As soon as Sheriff Tinney had 
pulled his hand, which clasped the knife, 
from his pocket, Wagner wrenched his 
arm from the officer and made a lunge 
which, fortunately, was wide of 
the 
mark." There seem to be mixed condi- 
tions in the narrative at this point but the 
story goes: "Again they clasped and fell 
to the floor. Sheriff Tinney's sturdy 
strength finally prevailed against the mad- 
man's and he got him into a corner, chok- 
ing him until the knife was released. He 
held him there for a few minutes and then 
pushed him into a cell. In the encounter 
the stove pipe was knocked down and 
there was general disorder in the room." 


I 
In the closing paragraphs a good deal is 


left to the reader's ingenuity and inference 
but it cannot be truthfully said that Mr. 
Wagner created all the disturbance. 


In fact there is direct statement that 
Wagner was quiet until Tinney appeared; 
that he was not-knifing anybody or any- 
thing until Tinney went in, that he had 
not knocked down the stovepipe or dis- 
ordered the room. 
The presumption is 
that he would have done none of these 
things if Tinney had kept away. Finally, 
isn't it likely that an intelligent jury, in 
viewof the fact that Wagner believed he 
was to be taken before Judge Thayer, 
would find that excitement was natural, 
resistance excusable and homicide almost 
justifiable ?

GREAT SINGER DEAD. 


The "Singing Pilgrim" Passes on to the 


Land of Eternal Song. 


Phillip Phillips, one of the most cele- 


brated gospel singers in the history of the 
country, died a day or two ago at his home 
in Delaware, O., at the age of sixty-two. 
He had been known for many years as ice 
"Singing Pilgrim." He became prominent 
in his specialty over thirty years ago and 
had sung in all parts of this country. 
He 


also made a'tour of the world which occu- 
pied three years, and his voice was heard 
in all the leading cities of the globe. 


Of course no man could have so long 


and conspicuous a career without visiting 
North Adams, and this Mr. Phillips did 
about thirty years ago, he having been 
induced to come here by his cousin, the 
late Dr. Phillips. And there were several 
things in connection with his visit here 
which are well remembered, one being 
the difficulty encountered in filling his 
date. He was to sing at the Baptist 
church April 16, and the event had been 
well advertised. A few days before that 
time Dr. Phillips received a note from him 
saying he would surely be here according 
to agreement the 19 th. Dr. Phillips, sup 
posing the mistake had been made here, 
immediately flooded the 
town with 


printed notices announcing the postpone- 
ment of the singer's coming from the 18th 
to the 19th. But it was the Pilgrim who 
had made the mistake by writing 19th for 
16th, and when the 16th arrived he was on 
hand. He was loth to believe himself re- 
sponsible for the blunder, but was obliged 
to admit it when shown the note he had 
written. An evening of the first week in 
May was fixed upon and again the event 
was widely advertised. The night before 
he was to appear here he sang at Utica, N. 
Y. That night there were several wash- 
outs on the New York Central railroad 
and the "Singing Pilgrim" could not 
reach North Adams in time to fill his 
engagement. The date was then moved 
forward to June, and this time the singer 
and the date were brought together. 


Mr. Phillips called it a "musical service" 


which he gave, although the price of 
seats was fifty cents. There was prayer 
by the pastor, and other features resemb- 
ling an ordinary praise service, though 
the principal feature was the singing by 
Mr. Phillip, which was remarkable for its 
purity and sweetness. 
A large audience 


was present and all enjoyed the music 
greatly, but as the people were leaving 
the church a, woman remarked in a most 
solemn way to a friend past whom she 
was elbowing her way: "Well, this is the 
lirst time I ever paid half a dollar for the 
privilege of attending a prayer meeting." 


These various circumstances caused Mr 


Phillips to be very well remembered here 
and the news of his death was consequent 
ly of interest to quite a number of North 
Adams people.

Thoiv was a time in the pleasant long 


a_o-if our village life, when the JIain 
street 01' North Adams was so little di-.- 
tiirhed l>y passing teams that the village 
^itn and youth played wicket there dur- 
ing the long summer evenings under the 
au'hiau branches of the trees that then 
lined that village street. It was a mot 
pleading scene of social pleasure. 
From 


the (> ors and windows of adjacent homes 
the occupants looked on in the well-earned 
leisure that followed a day of healthful 
labor, not so intense as we now give, and 
about it, in the street and on the sick- 
walks gathered the neighborly village 
group--, to \\atch and talk and foster 
friendly interest in our common lot and 
life. 


.For ueall here wtre neighbors then, 


and, to a degree greater than befalls us- 
ually a community of this size and varied 
population, we all are neighbors now as 
tovirvniany of the common ends we all 
hfue interest in, and must lose or profit 
by. It is this community friendliness that 
^lo^t attaches strangers to this place after 
a ft^\ Deals' residence here, and whicli 
they miss and mention when they move 
c'\\ay. It i.s this that enables us to acf 


ci n-i>k-uoiiil.v together in public ways, 
E>nd is a recogni/ed element of strength 
for oar ad\antage and our 
enjoyment 


But, as w c grow larger and more varied in 
population, this desirable nearness and 
union in sentiment, arising from goon 
\\i\1 hastd on acquaintance, has less favor 
able 
conditions 
for its 
further 
and 


fortunate growth. This fact was recog- 
ni/ed in connection with the organization 
of our Board of Trade, and one motive to 
that association was the wide member- 
ship it fostered and the acquaintance and 
good will it was intended to induce. Any 
further opportunity to this end is surely 
of advantage here. 


It is in this connection that the move- 


ment to construct 
a public park of 


the Co!egro\e cemetery and 
adjacent 


tracts can scive a public purpose. If 
any sucli equal and enjoyed intercourse 
of tH' members of our community now 
cou'u* oioupy this !'rce and public meeting- 
phu-e iu;1 .ill, as did in our not so remote 
past natch the games of wicket on our 
street. the cost oi the opportunity would 
repav a laige return. We need some out- 
let o, tin1- kind that is not remote or se- 
cJudt d and where the fraternizing of all 
shpil lit (ice from harm to any. 
Here 


oould be the band stand whose contribu- 
tion to evening pleasure would be such 
that the financial aid to support its 
:ni;Me n ould be most freely given. Here 
too could be the out-door fetes in aid of 
church and society and charitable en- 
deavors, and here could be had a return 
to an early custom, now passed by, of 
united out-door observance by speech and 
song and banquet, of patriotic anniver- 
saries. Very much of social and com- 
munity advantage could result from the 
construction 
and 
the 
embellishment 


through continuous years of the area now- 
lying idle in the heart of this village, ex- 
cept for interment of its dead. 


And as to this removal of the dead to 


make a i esort for the living, and the giv- 
ing over to enjoyment of what has been 
consecrated to grief and mourning tears, 
the view taken by the TRANSCRIPT when 
the new cemetery «as proposed guides 
our feeling now. Then we urged the en- 
largement of the old cemetery that we 
might keep our dead together and within 
the continuing interest and association of 
all the families here, for neglect of burial 
places follows their lack of continued use. 
But this neglect and lack of use has al- 
ready come to the cemetery the parkpro- 
po^es to transform, and it will increasing- 
ly continue there. 
The memorial and 


remembrance it was designed to furnish 
will be much more lasting in the newer 
resting places where this community now 
lays its dead away. 


If it were considered well to perpetuate 


an old name here, the title of the park 
readily suggests itself. 
We are not, so 


much as would be for our advantage, 
handing down the names of those who 
struggled here against hard conditions for 
the upbuilding of this town. 
Of these 


names that of Colegrove is honorably dis- 
tinguished for ability and character and 
enterprise, and for g:ving refuge to the 
slave \\ hen the law was harsh and strong. 
Thi^ name is already by benevolent liber- 
ality connected with the title to this land, 
and can properly continue in its use a= 
"Colegrove Park." 


The constant broadening of English 


political 
opinion, is indicated by the 


change of party names there. The old 
Whigs have become Liberals, and these 
Tomise to soon adopt the name Radical. 
The old Tories have become Conservatives 
and are now Unionists, and are liable to 
ehange their title to Nationalists. And 
with these changes of name there is also 
a change of position, fuller popular de- 
mands by the progressive party, and fuller 
concessions by the Conservatives. The 
two will always be far apart, but both are 
moving in the same line toward ampler 
popular rights. 


The recent attempt, which though un- 


suceessful.has put him to expense, to pun 
ish Editor Dana of the Sun by a suit for 
criminal libel, makes all the more timely 
the advice of President John A. Sleicher, 
president of the New York Press associa-

tion, in his annual address before that or- 
ganization at Lake George, N. Y., in 
which he urges concerted action for a na- 
tional libel law,to define the rights and lia- 
bilities of newspapers in this fruitful field 
of annoyance to them and to the subjects 
of their criticism. 


The Liberal party at the approaching 


British election will appeal to the country 
on the ground that they would have ef- 
fected great reforms but for the obstruc- 
tion of the House of Lords, and will make 
very prominent the Leeds resolution which 
declares that when the will of the two 
houses conflicts that of the House of Com- 
mons, as representing the people, shall 
prevail. The Welsh Disestablishment, the 
Irish Land, the Abolition of Plural Voting 
and the Local Veto bills will be used as 
issues in the campaign, the last being a 
measure for liquor regulation, similar in 
principle to our local option law. 


Sir Charles Dilkie, one of the ablest ob- 


servers in England, says that the with- 
drawal of Gladstone, and the passing by 
of Sir William Hareourt for the premier- 
ship have brought the Liberal party to its 
present defeat, which he predicts will be 
continued at the next election, and that 
the Unionists, after gaining power, will 
bring in an Irish land bill and an Irish 
local government bill to get round, as he 
terms it, the Parnellites. ~ 


The Morgan-Belmont Syndicate have 


paid the last of their *65,116,275 gold to 
the government, and have received in ex- 
change bonds to the face value of 362,315,- 
400. The difference between the price 
paid, $104;, and the present market price, 
•J123], represents the extreme of syndicate 
profit, which has been reduced by the-ex- 
pense of supplying sterling exchange since 
February 8, and niay be further reduced 
from this cause up to October 1. 


The annual rendezvous of the Masonic 


Sovereign Grand Consistory of Sovereign 
Grand Inspectors General, Thirty-third 
degree, Ancient and Accepted Scottish 
Rite, has just closed at Lenox. Ten 
brethren were crowned thirty-third degree 
members. The Supreme Council was re- 
organized in such a manner that the 
future of the rite is made surer than ever. 
John Sloane entertained the members at 
his country seat, and Utica, N. Y., was 
selected for the next annual meeting. 


The proposed Unionist Ministry in 


Great Britain is full of personal ability. 
Lord Salisbury is the ablest foreign Minis- 
ter England has. Mr. Balfour and Mr. 
Chamberlain are two of the strongest de- 
baters and party leaders in the House of 
Commons. Lord Dufferin, also expected 
to enter that cabinet, is the ablest English 
diplomat. The Duke of Devonshire, Mr. 
Goschen and Sir Michael Hicks Beach are 
veterans in Parliamentary and Cabinet 
service. 


Kussia is angry at failing of concessions 


for the Siberian railway withdrawn by 
China when declining her loan, and is re- 
ported to be in a mood to fight Japan 
upon matters in dispute with her. The 
Russian Bear was friendly to us when we 
sorely needed countenance in our late war, 
but it has an exacting appetite for sea- 
board territory, and Japan has tasted 
blood, but has not been exhausted by war, 
and seems willing to tread the paths of 
glory even against odds. 


After a most exciting convention, which 


the New York Tribune attributes to "nat- 
ural cussedness, whiskey and hot weath- 
er," the Kentucky Democratic conven- 
tion nominated P. Watt Harding, a free- 
silver man, for governor, and adopted a 
platform for sound money. It endorsed 
President Cleveland and Secretary Car- 
lisle, and sat down upon "Joe" Blackburn, 
who is expected to fail of a return to the 
United States Senate. 


England, supported by Germany,has in- 


duced China to decline Russia's loan pro- 
posals, and this loan is now expected to 
be divided among several European coun- 
tries, for which gold bonds will be issued. 
With the proceeds of these bonds China 
will buy silver to pay Japan her indem- 
nity of two hundred million taels, and 
most of this silver it is thought will be 
drawn from the United States. 


The International Railway congress, 


now sitting at London, has 800 delegates 
in attendance and was opened by the 
Prince of Wales, who took advantage of 
the opportunity to express his personal 
thanks for the railway courtesies which 
had been extended to him in all parts of 
the world. 


The German Emperor and Admirals 


have dined on board our cruiser New York 
at Kiel as the guests of Admiral Kirkland, 
and have presumably put into use the 
splendid plate service presented that vessel 
through the enterprise of the New York 
Herald. 


OLD SOLDIER CORNERED. 


A Successful Raid and Happy Surprise 


Last Night. 


No. 3 Bryant street was> greatly surprised 


last evening. No. 3 is the home of Adel- 
bert Haskins of the Arnold print works. 
After Mr. Haskins had eaten his supper 
he seated 
himself to look 
on the 


history of the 
seven-days' battle in 


front of Richmond, Va. Those 
bat- 


tles began June 26, 1862, that date 
also being Mr. Haskins' twenty-third 
birthday. Demands were made upon him 
to surrender at that time to the rebels, 
which he declined by messages of lead 
forwarded to them from his old army 
musket. But last evening when Colombus 
Rider of the Boston and Albany railroad, 
who served as captain of a large company 
called at Mr. Haskins' home and demanded 
his surrender, his courage of "62 melted 
away and he threw up his handb and sub- 
mitted gracefully to his captors and made 
a complete surrender of his home. After 
possession had been held by Captain Rider 
for several hours, during which time an 
elegant easy chair arrived, Captain Rider 
gave Mr. Haskins an official message 
verbally in the presence of his company, 
to which Mr. Haskins responded feelingly. 
Rations (not of the '62 stamp) wereserved 
in abundance and the captured man and 
his home were released again to him with 
the best wishes of his captors, who were 
led away by their leader well satisfied 
with their successful raid and enemy's en- 
joyment.

A Feature of the Good Templars' Con- 


vention at lioston. 


General Neal Dow Tendered 


an Ovation. 


Leaders In the Temperance Army Eat, Drink 


and (Hake Merry. 


BOSTOX, Juno 28.—The banquet ex- 


tended by the grand lodge of Good 
Templars of Massachusetts to the officers 
and representatives of the international 
supreme lodge of the order took placo 
last evening in Copley hall, nnd was n 
most successful affair. Plates were set 
for 1000 persons, and nearly that number 
were present. 


The affair demonstrated clearly what 


some are disposed to deny, that a "coH 
water" banquet can be thoroughly enjoy 
able and doUghtful. The feast of reason 
and flow of soul whicli followed the viands 
of a more material nature made the oc- 
casion ont of the plcasautest in the history 
of the supreme lodge conventions. 


Willard O. Wylie formally welcomed 


the visitors in behalf of the grand lodge of 
the state, and introduced Brother William 
Leonard, P. G. C. T., of Salem, as toast- 
master. 


Mr. Leonard extended a hearty greet- 


ing to the Good Templars. Mr. Leonard 
expressed his regrets at the absence of scv- 
vernl of the speakers, and then called for 
the first toast. 


Dr. Mann of Brooklyn responded to 


"The International Supreme Lodge." Dr. 
Mann devoted himself mainly to a cursory 
review of the history of the order. H« 
said it began its courtship in New York 
state in 1841, and was married to the cause 
of total abstinence in 1852. 


Since that time over 8,000.000 people have 


taken the pledge. Its membership includes 
people in every walk oi' life, lawyers, min- 
isters, tradesmen, soldiers, sailors and 
statesmen, including a great many mem- 
bers of aongross, and several vice presi- 
dents. 


John D. Baker first mayor of Beverly, 


responded to the tonst "The Common- 
wealth or Massachusetts." He spoke of 
the early days of the order. 


Dow Heartily Welcomed. 


Neal Dow was next introduced as the 


"Grand Old Man" of America, the ''Cap- 
tain of the Old GuardJ" whose watchword, 
was "Nevjr Surrender." At the call of 
the chairman, three monstrous cheers and 
a tiger were given for Neal Dow. 


Mr Dow, in response to the toast of 


"The Old Guard," began with a story 
about Mr. Rush, who, in the frigate Con- 
stitution, went to England on state busi- 
ness. The fri&'ute on leaving met with a 
terrific storm in thu channel. The officers 
finally gathered on dock in despair. The 
boatswain \va^ asked for advice 
and 


bluntly counseled the hoisting of the 
mainsail. It seemed an almost mad pro- 
ceeding, but the ship got away into the 
open ocean and was saved. 


The temperance cause is not in a very 


good state in this country, and especially 
in Massachusetts. 
What is .needed is to 


hoist the nininviil on the prohibition ves- 
sel, in other words, to meet the enemy at 
the polls with Christian votes, squarely 
and boldly, and vanquish the liquor inter- 
ests there. 


Mr. Dow said that the Democrats in 


Maine once thought the people wanted 
prohibition repealed. 
Every effort was 


made, and the usual elaborate campaign 
carried on. When the election was held 
it transpired that out of 31 state senators, 
the Democrats did not elect any. That 
was an emphatic declaration that the peo- 
ple of Maine did not want grogshops. 


When the Maine veteran stopped speak- 


ing, the audience refused to be quieted 
until he came out again and addressed 
them. 


In response to this hearty reception, Mr. 


Dow quoted from The Christian At 
Work, a statement that the liquor traffic 
only existed by the sufferance of the mem- 
bership of Christian churches. If the 
church members voted solidly against 
liquor, it would be wiped out at the first 
election day. 


More Toasts, 


Courteuey Guild, in response to "The 


City of Boston," brought the greetings of 
the mayor, and expressed his hearty sym- 
pathy with the work of the order. Among 
other things he said that there were no 
barmaids iu this country. 


J. Turner Rogers responded to the toast 
India." He told of the introduction of 
the order into India by Rev. Leonard Hill. 


Willard O. Wylie responded for ''The 


Grand Lodge of Massachusetts." 
Before 


being allowed to speak lie was greeted 
with three cheers and a'tiger. Joseph H. 
Malins of England responded for ''Eng- 
land and the Continent." 


Miss Afrucs Sutherland of Scotland re- 


sponded for "The Sister.-.," and Congress- 
man Nelson Dingley, Jr.. of Maine spoke 
"or "The United States." W. B. Hannon 
of Jamaica ."-poke iu behalf of his juris- 
diction, and told the story of his conver- 
sion while an English sailor. Mrs.
